Another major step is insistence on 
; muzzlfis" for every dog running loose 
wheret, there are children. 
' ' The/Jog that is kept in a good home 
usually is.watched carefully, and is not 
as. hkgly to be involved as a dog that 
runs everywhere. However, any dog, 


under provocation, or sometimes even 
without provocation, 'may suddenly 
bite a human being. 


Because of the terrible possibilities 


of rabies, a definite program should 
be followed after a child has been 
bitten by a dog. First, the animal 
should be penned up or kept secured 
for at least 10 days, during which time 
it may either die or develop the symp- 
toms of hydrophobia. If it does npt do 
either, it is reasonable to believe that 
the dog has not been infected. 


Many people make the mistake of 


killing the dog and disposing of it. 
Sometimes clubbing thye dog results in 
damaging the head, which makes it 
exceedingly difficult for investigators 
to examine the brain of the dog to de- 
termine whether it had hydrophobia. 


The wound made by-the dog should 


be cauterized immediately with car- 
bolic or fuming nitric acid. If there 
is the slightest suspicion that the dog f 
which has bitten the child was mad, 
the Pasteur treatment for preventing 
hydrophobia should be taken imme- 
diately. 


If there are bites on the face or on 


the hands, it is even more important 
to begin treatment immediately, be- 
cause a bite on the face or hands, pro- 
vided it is infected with hydrophobia, 
o f f e r s opportunity 
for dangerous 


symptoms much quicker than a bite 
elsewhere.

The Pasteur treatment now is avail- 


able through many private and state 
laboratories, as well as through the 
offices of individual .physicians, who 
may obtain the necessary material 
from pharmaceutical houses.

Perhaps this time, Mrs. Mother, it's 


an hohest-to-goodness junket you're 
planning, across the continent in a 
train, several days and nights of it 
before the baby can lay down in peace 
and quint and catch up sleep. 


If you are planning any of these 


things, doubtless you are. worrying 
aboijt the baby and his upset routine 
more than anything else. It's worth 
worrying about, but only to the extent 
of taking every precaution possible 
and preparing in advance all you can 
think of to keep him well. 


Transportation of food is the big 


item, unless you are 
nursing him. 


About this matter I certainly should 
ask the doctor. He may suggest, for 
a short run, that his regular food be 
prepared and kept cold in a traveler's 
ice-box or a sterilized thermos. 


May Favor Change of Diet 


Or for longer runs he may advise 


changing the diet for a day or two 
or more portable forms, such as con- 
densed milk or milk powder, and 
breaking him in to it a day or two 
beforehand. Perhaps he is getting 
them anyway, so that's easy. Any 
water used, however, must be boiled 
and for this reason, and other reasons, 
a pocket-size- "stove" should be part of 
tfae equipment. 


Enough bottles should be sterilized 


and corked to carry you through. If 
the journey i.s a three-or-four day af- 
fair, however, they may be boiled 
daily in the train kitchen or other 
wise. Be suro there U a supply of 
boiied nipples, too. plenty—in a con- 
tainer with a tight cover. All these 
can be packed in a big box marked 


"Baby." Also any utensils 
(funnel 


and measuring cup) needed for his 
feedings. His regular cup and spoon 
should go along, and of course, be 
thoroughly cleansed each time used. 


Orange juice and tomato juice offer 


on problem to the traveler, neither 
do the strained prepared vegetables, 
put up in their little cans. Cereal 
can be cooked ahead for a day's sup- 
ply but not longer. Perhaps doing 
without it for a day, if there is no 
way to fix it, is better than giving it 
to him too old. But here again is 
your stove. 


Delay Start After Feeding 


His meals should be regular, as at 


home; his bed a comfortable basket 
or the "baby attachment," if you go 
by motor. 


Take all the clean didies you can 


rake up—and a rubber-lined bag for 
wet ones; lots of clean clothes—and 
sweaters, wraps and covers for sud- 
den changes in weather. 


Don't start right off again, if he 


has just been fed. Give digestion a 
chance to start before the swaying 
and bumping and short stops begin. 
Wash his face and hands often. Keep 
the sheet under him flat and dry. 
Bathe him when and where you can. 


Try to protect him from dust (or- 


cinders) and from direct sun, also; 
when you arrive let him be quiet for 
a day or two to rest his nerves thor- 
oughly. If he won't eat normally en 
route, that's all right. Don't force 
him or worry him. 


A single day's run is hard on adults, 


so, although most babies travel well, 
if careci for properly, it isn't any won- 
der they get tired or cross. Multiply 
it by two or three and it is suite ob- 
vious that extreme care is necessary 
if tho little one is to do hi.s globe- 
trotting with you and be happy.

HONOLULU, T. H.—<AV-An iso- 


lated people, who live in the interior 
of Papua and are still in the stone 
age as far as their implements go. 
were discussed by F. E. Williams, U. 
S. government anthropologist of the_ 
territory of Papua, on his arrival here 
from the South Pacific. 


Williams recently flew over the sec- 


tion of mandated New Guinea and tho 
territory of Papua in which explorers 
three years ngo discovered a group 
previously unknown to the outside 
world. 


It is a beautiful country of great val- 


loys and rolling open 
land 
lightly 


timbered, Williams said. The people 
live principally on sweet potatoes, cul- 
tivating them in neatly laid out little 
gardens, and make 
their homes in 


scattered farmsteads. 


Williams made the trip with Jack 


Hides, who discovered the people with 
Iva'n Champion, another explorer who 
plans further studies this year in the 
far-away district.

Meanwhile, there's an atmosphere 


of tense embarrassment in the Ickes 
domain and one is reminded that 28 
years ago, in the Ballinger scandal, 
Glavis as a young man who dared to 
tell the truth was a storm center at the 
Interior Department. 
The 
circum- 


stances, of course, are different. 


Glavis is the latest of several high 


officials under Ickes who have been 
flattened out more or less completely 
because they antagonized Burlew. Al- 
though Ickes has often been blamed 
for always supporting Burlew and 
allowing him to ride over his other 
subordinates in an intermittent three- 
year sniping fest, the fact is that Bur- 
lew has been smarter than his enemies 
and hence a ' much more effective 
sniper. 


Ickes has become persuaded that 


lie has suffered from the "snooping" 
and "man-hunting" tactics of the big 
Blavis force of investigators. Many 
PWA officials and employes were glad 
to side with Burlow, charging various 
petty or inept invasions of their of- 
fices or projects and insinuations as 
to their honesty. 


They allege that Glavis investigat- 


ed "a lot of stuff he had no business 


t investigating" and it appears that his 


i inquiries sometimes led him into the 


, affairs of some of the numerous fel- 
low Chicagoans whom Ickes brought 
into PWA. 


Even some of Glavis' friends admit 


tliat some of his 
investigators acted 


stupidly or offensively, although it 
isn't easy for an outsider to judge as 
to the justification for the considerable 
bitterness against Glavis. 


Point to Fine Record 


On the other hand, Glavis partisans 


i point out that his division made a 
strong record against political crooks, 
oil company lobbyists, shady PWA 
employes, code chiselers, 
kickback 


operators, and would-be grafters. 


Some of them suggest that the Glav- 


is-Burlcw battle is not over, that it is 
too bitter to be buried by the detec- 
tive's departure, and that "Lou al- 
ways gets his man." 


The recent period of embarrassment 


has been partly due to the fact that 
Glavi-s knows so much about the ad- 
ministration and partly due to the 
fact that the White Hou.se crowd likes 
his work. 


Glavis sat in his office for weeks a/- 


ter his enemies expected him to leave, 
apparently waiting for another ap- 
pointment which would satisfy him. 


He and his staff have infiltrated 


through a large part of the adminis- 
tration, encountering many interest- 
ing facts here and there. It has been 
suggested that he might cause the ad- 
ministration an enormous amount of 
embarrassment in the campaign were 
he so minded, and that thought has 
not been ignored by Ickes. 


Ickes Unlikely to Go 


However, Roosevelt has sometimes 


used Glavis for secret investigations 
and feels he can use him some more. 
The White House continues to be sour 
on Burlew, which 
appears to be a 


large reason behind rumors of a like- 
ly shakeup in the department after 
election, involving the possible de- 
parture of Ickes himself. These ru- 
mors should be discounted, because 
Ickes will be used in the campaign 
and Roosevelt is still fond of him off 
and on. 


So, for one reason and another and 


by special arrangement, Glavis will 
receive $6000 a year as special counsel 
or chief investigator for the Senate 
committee, instead of the 53600 which 
usually goes with that job. 


His salary under Ickes, however, 


has been 58000. And Burlew's salary 
has been increased to $9000 a year. 


Glavis—detective hero of the Ball- 


inger affair, the Teapot Dome scan- 
dal, the Hearst "Mexican documents" 
expose, the 'power trust" investiga- 
tion, Ku Klux Klan investigation, and 
other causes celebre—will be worth 
watching in his campaign investiga- 
tions. 


His record indicates you'll 
hear 


mu:h more of him. Whether there 
will be further explosions in Interior 
nnd PWA is anybody's guess.

"Angefof Revolt 


Juan March Previously Ar- 
rested by Radical Span- 


ish Government 


MADRID, Spain~</P)-The govern- 


ment asserted Friday night it had in- 
tercepted D radio message from Gen 
Francisco Franco, leader of the re- 
bellion, to Juan March, supposed to 
be Spain's richest man, and that it be- 
lieved March financed the revolt. 


March, a former member of the
